Another danger lies in the possibility 
of some of these unscrupulous crude oil 
brokers who may be allowed to con-

Denies Relief To 
Montana Concerns 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The Mon- 
tana Oil Co., Mutual Oil Co., Hughes 
Oil Co., Gray-Lindeman Oil Co., and R. 
J. Coughlin, the latter doing business as 
the Scobey Oil Co., oil dealers in Mon- 
tana who think they should have better 
rates from the Mid-Continent field than 
now exist, have received a tentative swat 
from C. V. Burnside, an attorney ex- 
aminer for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

After hearing their testimony, Burn- 
side has recommended to the Commis- 
sion that it dismiss their complaint, on 
the ground that he had not found the 
rates on petroleum and its products from 
points in Oklahoma to destinations in 
Montana to be unreasonable, unjustly dis- 
criminatory or unduly prejudicial. 

Inasmuch as it costs something like 
$500 to get a tank car of petroleum or its 
products from the Mid-Continent field 
to Montana destinations, the complaining 
oil men probably wonder what would be 
a reasonable and non-discriminatory set 
of rates. Even if the tank car crept only 
at the rate of 30 miles a day, both loaded 
and empty, it earns more than $4 a day 
for the railroad companies at the present 
rates. That is considerably more than 
the average freight car earns. 

Burnside includes in his report a table 
showing car-mile earnings from the Mid- 
Continent field running from 31.15 cents 
from the southern Oklahoma group to 
39.86 cents from the Sugar Creek re- 
finery. For contrast, perhaps, he included 
in his table the car-mile earnings from 
Cowley and Casper to the Montana des 
tinations. They are 66.79 cents per car 


mile from Casper and 99.53 cents from 


Cowley.

The propaganda has led many in- 
telligent users of lubricating oils to believe 
there is practically no such thing as quality 
in oils; that all they should be concerned in 
is a question of price and that, therefore, 
the low-priced oil is the one for them to 
buy. 

Thank fortune, that propaganda is being 
successfully combatted now by the larger 
companies through their sales efforts. Mr. 
Shaw urges still more vigorous efforts on 
the part of the trade to overcome it.—

We hear and read a great de: av about 
(german propaganda, and every hundred pet 
cent American considers it his special duty to 
use his best efforts to expose it and thereby 
stop its influence. Probably the phrase “Made 
in Germany” helped the German propaganda 
in this country more than any other one thing 
It was two-edged in effect (Jn the one 
hand it boosted Germany's ware and at the 
same time was a back-handed slap at the goods 


of other countries 

In the commercial the phrase “Made 
in Germany” expressed the same sentiment as 
“Deutschland uber Alles” in the political world 
Vhanks to the war, we all know now that it 
was German propaganda instead of the mark 
of superior quality | 
were the only kind from which the people of 
this country have been suffering, it might be a 
relief to know that we had now taken its meas 
ure. Unfortunately, this is not tru 


German propaganda 


My object is to direct the attention of thos: 


engaged in the oil industry to false belie! 
entertained by a great many users of oils, due 
to a false propaganda phras« [ refer to the 
false belief among a large majority of oil users 
that there is no difference in oils except in price 
That this false belief exists is be I dispute. 
and no oil man who has had experience witl 
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the consuming trade will attempt to deny it. 
Such being the case, it would seem to the writer 
that those engaged in the oil industry should 
make-strenuous efforts to discover the causes in 
order to remedy the situation. Certainly no 
one will question that such a misconception 


regarding oils is injurious to the business. 
~ 


The false propaganda phrase which is used 
to promote this misconception regarding oils 


and so often used by the consumer is as fol 
lows: “All your oil comes out of the same 
tank.” If you have ever had a customer, to 


whom you have been trying to sell quality 
oils at a price higher than he is paying for the 


oils he is buying, use the above phrase, you 
know how impossible it is to convince him 
otherwise The phrase has become an axiom 


of truth with him. 


Order takers for oil concerns making a cheap 


product have told him he was foolish to pay a 
high price for oil as it all came out of the same 
tank, and in turn he tells his customers the 
same tale. fhe users believe it because they 
have no means of testing the oil except by 


using it, and their knowledge of lubrication is 
so small that they can’t tell then whether the 
oil is good or bad. In the meantime the order 
takers—they do not deserve to be called sales 
men—have accomplished their purpose, and 
sold their cheap product, which was made to 
sell and not to lubricate. 

Sooner or later a false, injurious propaganda 


phrase directed against a business has to be 


exposed. It would seem that the time is at 
hand when the oil-using public should be edu- 
cated in oils and their use. An educational 


campaign conducted by the leading oil journals 
would go a long ways towards exposing the 
false propaganda phrase mentioned above. In 
addition, articles on the quality of oils and their 
use could be furnished the leading trade jour 
nals and daily papers. 

Kvery hundred per cent oil man should be 
enlisted in a major offensive to fight the propa 
ganda hes about oils. Finally the oil industry 
as a whole should make it its fight and not 
leave it to the automobile and other industries 
to tell the consumer the kinds of oil to use. If 
this program were followed out, it would not 
be long before the public would turn to the 
the oil industry for its informa 
tion regarding oils and would soon recognize 
the fact that all oils are not the same; that
